Dr.  Richard  Johnson,  assistant  professor  of  religion,  is  definitely  a  unique  per- 
son.

After  returning  from  Europe,  Dr.  Johnson  attended  the  University  of  South- 
western Louisiana  where  he  earned  a  bachelors  of  science  in  physics.  He  then  en- 
tered a  civil  service  career  as  an  oceanographer  for  the  Navy. 

After  some  years  as  an  oceanographer,  he  felt  that  his  calling  from  God  was 
changing.  He  entered  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  began  to 
earn  his  master  of  divinity.    After  completing  that  degree,  he  worked  as  a  professor 
at  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  while  he  continued  his  education, 
working  toward  a  doctorate  in  philosophy.  Dr.  Johnsons  doctoral  thesis  is  a  socio- 
logical study  of  the  Book  of  Hebrews,  and  it  is  scheduled  to  be  published  this  spring. 

After  completing  his  Ph.D.,  Dr.  Johnson  was  pastor  at  First  Baptist  Church,  Bay 
St.  Louis,  Mississippi.  Following  that  job,  Dr.  Johnson  became  assistant  professor  of 
religion  here.  He  teaches  a  variety  of  courses  including  Surveys  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  Life  and  Letters  of  Paul,  Life  and  Teachings  of  Jesus,  Biblical  Book 
Studies,  Philosophy  of  Religion,  History  of  the  Bible,  Greek,  and  some  others. 

Dr.  Johnson  lives  in  Summerville  with  his  wife  Susan  and  his  daughter  Sarah. 
Susan  has  been  a  registered  nurse  and  registered  dietician  but  is  currently  staying 
home  with  Sarah.  Dr.  Johnson  enjoys  cooking  many  different  types  of  foods  and 
likes  to  experiment  with  different  recipes.  His  favorite  place  to  visit  is  Israel,  and  he 
has  been  there  four  times.
